Ninety, "Men Were Rescued from Yo- 
shine and Three Hundred from 


Hatsuse — Remainder of 
Crews of Two Vesseis

TOKIO, May 20.—Six hundred 
and fifty Japanese sailors and ma- 
rines went down with the battle ship 
Hatsuse and the cruiser Yoshino. 
The Hatsuse carried 741 men, of 
whom 300 were saved. The Yoshi- 
no carried SOO and only 90 were 
rescued. 


| ADMIRAL TOGO'S REPORT 


TOLD NEWS OF DISASTER 

Tokio, May 19.—Vice Admiral Togo has 
reported as follows: A report from Rear 
Admiral Dowa say:, that the cruisere 
Kaisuga and Yoshino collided during a 
fog off Port Arthur May 15. The Yoshino 
sank, only ninety of ther crew being saved. 

On the szme day the battleship Hat- 
esuse struck a Russian mine and sank. 
Giving details of the disasters Vice Ad- 
miral Togo says: 

‘At fourteen minutes past | o'clock in 
the afiernocn May 15, in a deep fog off 
Port Arthur, .the Kaisuga rammed the 
Yoshino, sinking the latter in a few min- 
utes. Ninety of her crew were saved. 

“The same morning the Hatsuse, while 
cruising off Port Arthur covering the 
landing of the soldiers, struck a mine 10 
knots southeast of the harbor entrance. 
She signaled for help and instantly struck 
another mine. She sank~in half an ‘hour. 
Three hundred of her crew were saved 
by torpedo boats.”’ 


SINKING OF JAP SHIPS 
CAUSES JOY IN RUSSIA 
St. Petersburg, May 20.—3 a. m.—The 
loss of at least two Japanese warships 
ig Officially confirmed. A message dated 
Port Arthur received by carrier pigeons 
at Mukden was transmitted to the em- 
peror early yesterday morning. saying 
that two Japanese warships had been lost 
off that port. The message followed the 
emperor to Koursk and no one here knew 
its contents unti] late last night, when 


foreign telegrams brought full details of 
the Japanese loss. 

Early in the afternoon reports of the 
Sinking of the Shikishima and the Fufi 
on the authority of Russian refugees 
from Dalny, began to circulate and 
aroused the most intense interest. When 
later confirmation came of the sinking 
of two Japanese warships the greatest 
enthusiasm was manifested. Without ref- 
erence tc its effect on the campaign, 
the peuple attribute the enermy‘s aisaster 
to divine interposition in the Russian 
cause. 

In Russian circles the Japanese catas- 
trophe is a matter for rejoicing. though 
regrets are expressed that brave men 
have lost their lives. But this feeling of 
sympathy is swallowed up in the greater 
thanksgiving for the blow inflicted on 
the sea power of the enemy. It is point- 
ed out that the Hatsuse was one of Ja- 
pan’s finest battle ships, and that the 


;loss of two, and possibly four, warships 


at intervals of a few days cannot fail 
to deef§y affect Japan and to influence 
the course of the campaign. 

The general staff tonight is without di- 
rect news of the sinking of the Shiki- 
shima and the Fuji, but there is an im- 
pression that it may be true. The re- 
ports, at any rate. have Infused fresh 
life and enthusiasm in official circles, 
where it is belleved that the tide has 
turned. 

No surprise is expressed by the ad- 
miralty at the Japanese vessels striking 
Russian mines, the admiralty expecting 
such a mishap to Vice Admiral Togo, 
particularly since the naval commander 
at Port Arthur has faithfully duplicated 
his plan which resulted in the sinking of 
the Ptropavlovsk. Wherever off Port 
Arthur the Japanese squadron appeared 
during the day, that same night Russian 
torpedo boats atole out and carefully 
planted contact mines, which, floating be- 
low the surface, would not be touched by 
the. destroyers, but the ‘ships of the 
heavier draught crulsing in the mine 
fields would be sure to strike them. The 
favorite point selected by the Japanese 
for bombardments of Port Arthur is 
Tiao-Ti-Shan promontory, and the water 
has been thickly sown with Russian 
mines. Other points besides Liao-Ti-Shan 
have also been mined, and it has been 
dangerous for the Japanese ships to 
cruise in those waters. 

BATTLE SHIP SHIKISHIMA 

ALSO REPORTED DESTROYED 

London, May 20.—Special dispatches 
from Shangha! to the London morning 
papers report that the Shikishima was 
sunk, while the Fuji and Asama had te 
be towed away badly damaged.

TO RELIEVE POERT ARTHUR | 


London, May 20.—A. G. Hales, the cor- 
respondent of The Daily News, cables 
from Tientsin as follows under date of 
May 19: 

“It is reported that 70,000 Russians 
are marching to the relief of Port Ar- 
thur and the Japanese are consequently 
hastening offensive operations. 

“Forty-five thousand troops have al- 
ready been landed at. Kin-Chau and 
Talienwan, thus entirely investing 
Port Arthur. 

“The Japanese advanced lines are 7 
miles from the Russian batteries. 

“Skirmishes occur daily along the rail- 
road. 

‘It is believed that the Japanese iIn- 
tend attacking Port Arthur with the en- 
tire force when it numbers fifty thousand 
men. They are mounting 6-ifinch naval 
guns on steel wheels, with the object of 
silencing the Russian batteries. 

“The Manchurian railway south of Har- 
bin is constantly broken by Chinese ma- 
rauders, and the Russians threaten re- 
prisals. 

“The Russians admit that they have to 
contend with terrible difficmlties along 
the whole line. Their men, however, are 
behaving wplendidly and they are very 
confident.”’ 

TWO THOUSAND RUSSIANS 
NE: UNTED KILLED IN FIGHT 

London, May 20.—The Standard’s cor- 
respondent at Tientsin cables that, while 
the Japanese fleet was covering the land- 
ing of troops near Kai-Chau on Monday, 
a flerce engagement occurred at Hsin- 
Yin-Cheng. Two thousand Russians were 
kilied or wounded.

A moving picture 
machine had been placed where it could 
command the scene and @ man made up 
as a negro approached, and when direct- 
ly in front of the statue of George Wash- 
ington, he fell to the pavement. 

A man who bore a striking resemblance 
to the president was in a carriage near 
by, and he, with the aid of a negro coachae, 
man who wore a livery the counterpart 
of the white house livery, tenderly lifted 
the pretended negro to the fictitious pres!- 
dential carriage. The man simulating the 
president then tipped his hat, offered the 
negro a cigar and erdered the carriage 
to drive on. The incident was witnessed 
by a number of people, including two 
Capitol policemen. 

Special OfficerA#Jones, of the capitol po- 
lice, who witng.4ed the occurrence, said 
he was standing pn the east entrance of 
the senate wing of the eapitol when he 
saw 2 man with a large photographic out- 
fit set up his machine beside the Wash- 
ington statue.

The exercises were opened at the opera 
house by singing ‘‘Nearer, My God, to 
Thee,” after which prayer was offered 
by Rev. K. W. Cox. After an address 
by the Rev. J. W. Reed, one of the best 
known ministers in the coal district, who 
has been prominently identified with the 
interests of the miners in Coa} Creek and 
vicinity, the marce to the cemetery took 
place. After the graves had been deco- 
rated the party then returned to the 
opera house, where, shortly before noon, 
addresses were made by Rev. E._ B. 
Booth, of Oliver Springs; Hon. R. W. 
Austin, F. J. Callan and others. Hon. 
Peter Staub, of this cttvy, who was on 
the programme for an address, did not 
speak as he met with a serious accident 
in this city yesterday, being thrown from 
his buggy and having his leg broken.

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DRY WEATHER 
HAS HURT CROPS 


Alabama Commissioner of 
Agriculture’s Statement of 
Crop Conditions. 


Montgomery, Ala., May 19.—(Special.)— 
Commissioner of Agriculture Poole today 
gave out a statement of crop conditions 
in Alabama and some other cotton grow- 
ing states. He gathers from 500 corre- 
spondents that the increase in acreage 
has been 6 per cent, but that the actual 
crop increase is not up to the average, 
because of the damage by dry weather 
and cool nights. There nas been little 
rains in the southeastern part of jthe 
state, now recognized as one of the fin- 
est cotton sections of the world, and the 
plant is suffering. There has also been 
some trouble from bugs in that part of 
the state. 

Ninety-five per cent of the correspond- 
ents report the crop late and prospects 
not as brignt as they might be. Mr. 
Poole considers the crop of cotton in 
rather bad shape, especially in that sec- 
tion of the state where rains have not 
fallen lately. He expects to see gome of 
the cotton lands now in cotton plowed 
up and put into corn and peas. The corn 
acreage has been decreased 10 per cent. 
Stands are fair, but rain is needed. 

Wry weather has also had bad effect on 
the wneat and oat crops. Labor is 
scarce, which accounts, the commissioner 
thinks, for the low increase in the cot- 
ton acreage. He believes that if there 
had been plenty of hands to work the 
fields the increase in the amount of cot- 
ton planted would ‘nave been large. 

The commissioner of Georgia reports 
little improvement in tne situation in that 
state. The weather continues cool and 
has been dry most of the _ time since 
spring opened. Scattering showers were 
reported last week in several Georgia lo- 
calities, which have done some good. 
The ground is still dry, however, and the 
plant is making little progress, Muca 
late plantings are not yet up and stands 
of early planting continue poor. While 
a few sections report favorably on the 
Georgia cotton crop, the commissioner re- 
gards the ‘‘outlook as gloomy; even worse 
than last year.'" Wheat and oats are 
failing from lack of moisture and corn 
is beginning to be effected. South Geor- 
gia is shipping a few peaches and there 
will be no May grass to contend with, 
concludes the commissioner. 

The same drought conditi»-ns prevail in 
Souta Carolina as in Georgia, with excep- 
tions in limited localities. Stands are 
poor and much of the planting is not up. 
Similar conditions prevail in North Caro- 
lina. 

Showers are reported in Mississippi and 
conditions are better there than in Ala- 
bama. The stands of both corn and cot- 
ton are poor, however. 

Planting is well advanced in Arkansas 
and stands are fair to good. But little 
replanting will have to be done. Early 
plantings of cotton have been worked 
out. Conditions are better than in other 
states. 


WAYCROSS MAN 
QUITE ELUSIVE 


Located in Louisiana by For- 
mer Acquaintance Cup- 
pett Again Disappears, 


Waycross, Ga., May 19.—(Special.)—A 
letter received by a citizen of Waycross 
from a former resident of this city tells 
of having met in I.oulsiana C. A. Cup- 
pett, who disappeared mysteriously from 
Waycross several years ago, leaving @ 
wife and young boy here. 

Cuppett, who was a fine cabinet maker 
and an all-round carpenter, came to 
Waycross about nine years ago. He 
represented that his wife was dead. 
Shortly afterwards the supposed wife and 
children of Cuppett carte on a visit to 
Waycross, but did not remain long. Later 
the man exhibited a letter purporting to 
be from relatives and containing the 
account of the tragic death of his wife. 

Soon afterwards Cuppett paid attention 
to a yonug woman from the rural dis- 
tricts of Coffee county and married her. 
She bore him a child and the couple were 
doing very well. One cold night in De- 
cember Cuppett disappeared, his clothes. 
letters and bicycle being found near the 
house in a spot that apparently Indicated 
a flerce struggle. Careful search failed 
to reveal the body, and the wife mourned 
him as dead. She returned to her parents 
in Coffee county, where she now lives. 
Tne letter just received in Waycross is 
as follows: 

“You remember the disappearance of 
Cuppett from Waycross; you remember 
the people thought he was killed. I ran 
up on him in Louisiana. I knew his 
voice only, and JI spoke to him, and he 
denied being the man Cuppett that cre- 
ated a sensation by his mysterious disap- 
pearance from Waycross; but I told him 
1 knew better, and so he confessed and 
talked with me about the matter. He 
took me to his house and Introduced me 
to his wife and child. He had married in 
that state. Several weeks after I left the 
town where I met Cuppett, he disappear- 
ed from that place ashe did at Way- 
cross, leaving his wife and child. His 
wife's hrother searched evV¥@®ry town in 
Loulsiana. but could find no trace of 
him. Soon after his wife disappeared, 
and no one knew where she went. Cup- 
pett had done well in Loulsiana, and own- 
ed a nice home.”’

WAS FREE BUT FIVE MINUTES. 


Henry Rogers Serves Sentence at 
Federal Prison Only To Be 
Again Arrested. 

Henry Rogers, alias Frank Thomas, 
was released from the federal prison 
yesterday afternoon, but his freedom 
was but for five minutes. Sheriff W. W. 
Pridger, of Conecuh county, Alabama, 
was waiting for him just outside of the 
prison reservation. Rogers is wanted 
back in Alabama for an assault with 
attempt to murder committed seven years 
ago. 
His detection was only another evi- 
dence of the wonderful workings of the 
Bertillon system of measurements. 
Shortly after committing the crime seven 
years ago, Rogers made good his escape, 
and trailed into the western country. 
After stampeding around in the west for 
some time he located in Indian Tefritory 
and engaged in the distilling of whisky 
without applying to the government of 
paying the necessary tax. He was ar- 
rested and sent to the United States pen- 
itentiary to serve his sentence, which 

ended yesterday. 

As soon as he arrived in Atlanta, he 
was examined and measured by Expert 
Nye, and in this way Frank Thomas 
proved to be the same man who lived in 
Alabama as Henry Rogers. While there 
was no mistaking the fact that the man 
was surprised and disappointed at find- 
ing Sheriff Pridger waiting for him, he 
made no attempt to escape, and started 
quietly on his way to Alabama, wnere 
he will be tried for the crime commit- 
ted seven years ago.

Protect Criminal. | 

Jackson, Miss., May 19.—(Special.)— 
Word reaches here fram Columbia that 
the citiz@ns of that plate are quite indig- 
nant over the calling out of two compa- 
nies of militia to protect the negro, Jullas 
Pace, from being lynched when he was 
taken there for trial on the charge of 
criminal assault. They assert that there 
never was, at any time, any danger of 
mob violence. amd that the prisoner could 
have eaSily been protected by the local 
authorities, and the statement seems to 
be very well substantiated by the fact 
that when Pace was first captured and 
fell into the hands of the mob he was 
taken from them by a solitary deputy 
sheriff, armed only with a small revolver.

The over- 
ture from the Cumberland body made to 
a committee, of which the Rey. Dr. 
William Henry Roberts is chairman, looks 
to reunion with the parent body.

SECRETARY HAY SPEAKS 
TO NEWSPAPER CONGRESS

ORLD’S FAIR GROUNDS, 58t. 
Louis, May 19.—Secretary of State 

John Hay-in opening the world’s 
newspaper parliament today said in part: 
“I thank you, Mr. Chairman; I thank 
you, gentlemen—all of you—for your too 
generous aml amiable weicome. I esteem 
it a great privilege to mect so many 
representatives of an cstate which, more 
than any other, at this hour controls the 
world. It is my daily duty in Washington 
to confer with the able and distinguished 
representatives of civilized smvereigns and 
states. But we are all aware that the 


days of personal government are gone for-- 


ever; that behnd us, and behind the 
rulers we represent there stands the vast, 
irresistible power of public opinion, which 
in the last resort must decide all ques- 
tions we discuss, and whose judgment is 
final. In your persons I greet the organs 
and exponents of that tremendous power 
with alj| the respect which is due to you 
and your censtituency, deeply sensible 
of the honor which has been done me in 
making me the mouthpiece of the senti- 
ment of appreciation and regard with 
which the nation welcomes you to this 
great festival of peace and of progress. 
“We celebrate this year, with the gen- 
erous assistance of a friendly world, the 
most important event in the history of 
this great valley, an event which in far- 
reaching and lasting results is surpossed 
by few in the life of the nation, It is per- 
haps true that to the philsophic mind all 
periods are critical—that every hour is the 


end of an“*era and the beginning of a new~ 


order of ages. But to us ordinary ob- 
servers there occur from time to time 
crises in history when the line of cleav- 
age between the old and the new is clear 
and distinct, where the aloe blooms, 
where the avalance leaves the mountain 
top, where the leisurely march of events 
is quickened to the dynamic rush of 
irresistible destiny. 

‘The transfer of this imperial domain 
from European to American control Was 
dbne of those transactions which render 
the period of their accomplishment me- 
morable for all time. In no other act 
did the men who made the revolution— 
‘men,’ as Lowell called th4m, ‘with 
empires in their brains’—more clearly 
show their marvelous prophetic insight. 
The United States was, in 1803, a feeble 
folk, with hardly enough population to 
occupy the long Atlantic seacoast; with 
the great spaces of the middle west 
scarcely yet picketed by adventurous 
pioneers; with imperfect meaas of de- 
fenSe against a world which stil] looked 
a#kance at the half-known upstart which 
might prove dangerous hereafter; with 
the heavy cares incident to the building 
of a new nation upon yet untried founda- 
tions. But weighty were their re- 
sponsibilities they did not hesitate to as- 
sume others weightier still. To an unde- 
veloped empire they seized the occasion 
to add another still wilder and more re- 
mote. To their half-finished task they 
undauntedly ‘superimposed another full of 
exacting and perilous possibilities. In 
their robust faith in the future—their 
fearless cOntidence in the force of the 
new democracy—difficulties were not 
considered and the impossible did not ex- 
ist. To men of that strain, in an enter- 
prise which promised usefulness and 
glory, toil and danger were only irresisti- 
ble attractions. 

“Ope of the most brilliant and tenacious 
dreams of Bonaparte was to establish on 
the right bank of the Mississippi a Latin 
empire reaching from the gulf to the 
Pacitic ocean, extending in future ages 
the glories of France to the sunset Seas, 
The principle dearest to the heart of Jef- 
ferson was that of a strict Construction 
of the cons{iution, which in his view 
forbade the exercise by the general gov- 
ernment of anything but expressly dele- 
gated powers. It would have seemed like 
a contradiction in terms to expect either 
of these statesmen to agree upon a prop- 
asition which radically contravened the 
inmost convictions of cach of them. But 
the nature of things was more powerful 
than either a Bonaparte or a Jefferson 
No human influence eould have controlled 
either of them, but the stars 
in their courses were still strong- 
er and they gladly obeyed the 
mandate of an enlightened pa- 
triotism. France, divesting herself of this 
rich incumbrance. was the better fitted 
for the supreme gladitorial effort that 
awaited her, and Jefferson gained an im- 
mortal fame by preferring an immense 
benefit to his country to consistency in 
a nartow construction of the written law. 

No man, no party, can fight with any 
ehance of final success against a cosmic 
tendency; cleverness, no popularity. 
avails against the spirit of the age In 
abeving that invincible tendency, against 
all bis volitical convictions, Jefferson ‘se- 
cured a conspicuous place in history: 
while the federalist politicians who should 
welcomed this signal illustration 
of the truth of their theory 
of the government they 
had framed, through the influence of 
party spirit faltered in their faith and 
brought upon their party a lasting eclipses 
through their faiiure to discern the signs 
of the times. President Roosevelt; in 
the memorable address with which hoe 
dedicated last year this exhibition, used, 
in relation to this subject, these strikinz 
worcds: 

‘‘As {js so often the case in nature, the 
law of development of a living organism 
showed itself in its actual workings to 
be wiser than the wisdom of the wisest.” 

From every part of the world you hav* 
gathered to share in this secular festival 
of historic memories. You represent not 
only ‘the world-wide community of In- 
telligence, but the wonderful growth in 
these modern davs of universal sympathy 
and good wili—what our poet Bayard 
Taylor, speaking on a similar occasion 
in Vienna and adding, I believe, a new 
word to the German language. called 
Weltgemuethlichkeit. Of all the phe-

prayer that this meeting of the represen- 
tatives of the world’s intelligence may 
be fruitful in advantage to the press of 
all nations and may bring us somewhat 
nearer to the dawn of the day of peace 
on earth and good will among men. Let 
us remember that we are met to cele- 
brate the transfer of a vast empire from 
One nation to another without the firing 
of a saot, without the shedding of one 
drop of blood.

The need for party harmony cannot 
be too strongly or too often impress- 
ed upon the democrats, not of this 
state aloge, but of all the states.

unless by permission of a majority ctf 
the locals. 

Commenting on the same subject, 
The Springfield: (Mass.) Republican 
Says: 

The role is but a slight modification 
of the old Mason and Dixon’s line—the 
dear old times of slavery are coming 
back, sure enough, when lines of et 
equality are drawn by waiters,. porters 
and bartenders, By and by we shall 
have leagues of newsboys, bootblacks 
and street-sweepers passing regulations 
of taboo. This wicked folly has got to 
stop somewhere. The bartenders, however, 
passed another résolution, that no bar- 
tender with a strain -of ‘color shall be 
permitted to work in any of the states 
aforementioned. This ‘is designed to 
clear out the buffets of railroads for th; 
benefit of white men. Travelers \have 
had much to say about the lordliness of 
Lnegro porters and waiters on the: Pull- 
man cars—but wait until the ordinary 
‘white men in these lines supplant them, 
and the whole traveling public will rebel. 

The people of the south are watch- 
ing with interest the development of 
this northern tendency to taboo and 
proscribe negroes by labor organiza- 
tions. In all probability the action of 
the organization in question, taken in 
national convention at Rochester, N. 
Y., was the direct result not only of 
northern example, but instigated ani 
accomplished by the preponderant in- 
fluence and vote of the northern and 
western delegates to the convention. 

The south today offers the onty 
hope of the negro in the direction of 
honest employment. Let him be ever 
so well equipped as an artisan or for 
any manua)] pursuit—let him be a 
graduate of Booker Washington’s 
Tuskegee institute—and the north, 
which is willing to endow Tuskegee 
and pat Washington on the back, will 
make of the negro who ventures with- 
in her borders for employment « 
hopeless and homeless proletarian, 
denying him anything but the most 
menial employment, and rarely even 
that. ‘There is no color line more it- 
flexible than that drawn by the north- 
‘ern workingman against the negro 
workman, as is well known, and the 
instances are many where attempts to 
relax it have resulted in mob violence, 
intimidation and boycotting. This fact 
accounts for the comparatively small 
number of negroes resident in the 
northern states today. It is certain 
that had the people of the north given 
negro immigrants employment with- 
out color discrimination after the war, 
the colored population of the union 
would today be pretty well distribut- 
ed, for it was the post-bellum inclina- 
tion of the negro to emigrate jorth. 

The south has retained its large ne- 
gro population because it has been 
willing to give the negro a show for 
his daily bread—yes, and for his life— 
by refusing to draw the color line 
against his labor. Here he can work 
on an equality of wages and business 
treatment with the white worker, and 
southern unions do not hesitate to in- 
clude him in their organization. The 
negrvu would be in a deplorable®condi- 
tion indeed were it not for this toler- 
ance and justice on the part of south- 
ern employers and southern unionists.

Mass Meeting of Citizens Took 
Action Yesterday Morning, 


Mayor Howell Opposed Movement 
on Ground of City’s Indebtedness 
Atlantans 
Come In and 
p Bear Burden. 


By a unanimous vote the mass meeting 


of citizens held in the council chambef 
yesterday passed resolutions offered by 
W. L. Peel calling on council to purchase 
Piedmont park for tlie city of Atlanta. 

A committee of three, Dr. R. D. Spald- 
ing, W. L. Peel and J. K. Orr, was ap- 
pointed to covey this action to council. 

The rgesolutions were passed over the 
protest of Mayor Howell, chairman of the 
meeting, who declared himself opposed 
to the purchase of this property unless 
the thickly settled térritory to thé north 
of the city and adjacent to the park 
should be at the same time incorporated 
@g a part of Atlanta. 

“Atlanta already owes $211,961.50 over 
lis bonded debt,” said the mayor, “and 
this exceeds our constitutional privileges 
in the way of incurring debts. If we keep 
on going deepet into debt there is one 
inevitable end—a 2 per cent tax rate. 

“The city could be stopped by any tax- 
payer from incurring further indebted- 
ness and if we attempt it somebody is 
going *o week an injunction. Nothing 
could be so harmful to the city as an in- 
crease in the tax rate to 2 per cent, 

“I would favor purchasing the park if 
that part of the town saying around it was 
incorporated into the city. I would be 
willing to appropriate the tax from that 
section to the maintainance of the park. 
But on any other basis I am Opposed to 
gs 

Alex Smith replied to Mayor Howell by 
saying that the two propositions, that of 
incorporating this territory and the pur- 
chase of the park were separate and dis- 
tinct and not dependent on each other. 

‘The influence of the city of Atlanta is 
greater than ‘that of any citizen or body 
of citizens with the legislature of the 
state,’’ said Mr. Smith, “and any time At- 
lanta wants to she can go before the 
legislature and have that territory in- 
corporated inio the city. This could be 
done on the ground of sanitary protection 
ana for other reasons, and no committee 
of the legislature would consider a pro- 
test from any citizen affected.” 

With the exception of the remarks made 
by Mayor Howell every one who spoke 
was enthusiastically in favor of the pur- 
chase of the park. 

Several Talks Made. 

Ed Ansley said the city could not al- 
ford to let the opportunity pass, 

“It is the spirit among the eitizens of 
Atlanta hanging together whenever the 
ircterests of the city were at stake that 
has made Atlanta,” said Mr. Ansley. 
“I'm sure that now the same spiric will 
prevail and the park will be bought. I 
wil] subscribe $100 to start the fund.” 

‘"There’s $100,"° remarked Mayor How- 
ell. “The city will now have to pay 
only $98,900 for the vark.” 

Dr. H. L. Wtison said taat Piedmont 
‘park was the only availabie rea] <state 
for park purposes nearer than Buckhead, 
and that with the improvements «already 
there the city cowd not afford not to buy 
it at the terms offered. 

E. C, Peters called attention to the 
widening of Whitehall sireet, the con- 
struction of the different viaducts and 
Oiher improvements made by the city. 

“A great deal of money has _ been 
epent,’ said he, ‘on things that arc 
not assets of the city. But Pieimont 
park ig an asset on which cash can be 
realized at any time.” 

J. K. Orr told of seeing blocks of 
valuavle houses torn down in New York 
that the land might be made into a 
park. 

“I used to hunt ana fish on that same 
territory when I was a boy,’ said he, 
“and the city could then Nave hought 
it for a mere song. But the opportuni- 
ty was allowed to pass “)] now it has 
cost an enormoOus sUm of money eto 
make the park.” 

R. F, Maddox, president of the cham- 
ber of commerce, said he thought that 
the residents*of the north side, espe- 
clally the laboring people who live cn the 
north side of the railroads, shouid be 
given a park, as well as those on the 
south side. 

Dr. R. D. Spalding said that three 
buildings, the government building, the 
-tTanpfactures building and the liberal 
arts jbuilding, had cost all that was now 
asked for the whole property, and that 
as a business proposition the city could 
do nothing but purchase the propcrty at 
the price offered. 

Mr. Peel then offered his resolution. 

“I move,'’' said he, “‘that we deciare it 
to be the sense of this meeting that 
councli purchase Piedmont ark.” 

Mayor Howell asked the privlese of 
addressing the meeting before putting 
the motiop, whereupon he expressed him- 
self as before stat@™.

“Marginal Value of a Dollar’’ Comes 
Up for Discussion a® Diocesan 
Convention — Election of 
Officers and Members 
of Committees. 


The matter of taxation for the defray- 
ing of diocesan expenses was brought up 
at yesterday's session of the convention 
of the diocese of Georgia held in the Y. 
M. C. A. rooms. At present the parishes 
of the diocese are taxed upon the prin- 
cipal of a sliding scale, that is the richer 
parishes are taxed a heavier amount than 
are those not so favored in this world’s 
g00ds. The motion was made to fix this 
taxation at a certain amount for each 
and every parish on the ground of 
“equalization of taxes.” 

This immediately brought about a dis- 
cussion as ta what really constituted 
equity of taxation. Was a taxation of the 
same sum on both the rich and thg poor 
parishes really equalization of taxation? 
The subject was finally referred to Pro- 
fessor McPherson, who occupies the chair 
of political economy in the University of 
Georgia. In response, Professor McPher- 
son said that what was called the ‘‘margi- 
nal value of a dollar’ must be taken into 
account in the equalizing of taxes. He 


jy illustrated by saying that while the man 


on a small salary might be taxed $5 for 
a certain purpose, this taxation would 
necessitate taking certain foods from his 
table, while to the man on a large salary 
it would mean nothing, or at most simply 


| the curtailing of some superfluous juxury. 


For which reasons the sliding scale was 
in reality the equality plan of taxation. 
Evidently the convention felt the same 
way about the matter, for it was decided 
to retain the present sliding scale for the 
méeting of the diocesan expenses by a 
very large vote. 

A large part of both the morning and 
afternoon sessions wus devoted to the 
election of officers and the members of 
the various standing committees. This 
matter of election was considerably de- 


| layed on account of many who were 
inominated withdrawing their names from 


the contest. The remark of one member 
that “new blood” ought to be infused into 
the membersvip of sume of the commit- 
tees and boards was responsible for sev- 
eral of these withdrawals. This remark 
also brought about considerable discu@ 
sion as to what was meant in the term 
of “new blood.”’ 


Too Many Vdtes. 

Rather an amusing Incident relieved the 
monotony of the election of members of 
the standing committee. When the tellers 
handed their report of the election to 
Bishop Nelson, the presiding officer, that 
worthy gentleman found the total vote 
was considerably In excess of the num- 
ber of delegaaes in tne convention privi- 
leged to vote. While ‘the mistake was 
purely clerical] in its nature, Bishop Nel-

mation around the capitol with a view 
to making a report to the legislature at 
its coming session regarding the status 
and methods employed by the various 


state departments. 


Chairman Hall has a little begk in 


} which he has noted down all the iaws 


pertaining to each department and the 
duties which are required of the respec- 
tive officials. He hag right before him, 


therefore, an account of just what books 
the comptroller general, the governor, 
the secretary of state and all the other 
state house officials are required to keep, 
just what records they must have and 
what papers they must keep on file. In 
visiting the various departments Chair- 
man Hall and his committee have in- 
quiréd into all these particulars, and 
upon them will base some recommenda- 
tions to the general assembly next month. 

Comptroller General Wright was ask- 
ed, for instamze, if he kept a book in 
which he maintained an account with 
each appropriation made by the legisla- 
ture. He immediately produced this rec- 
ord, and all other books which be is re- 
quired by law to keep. The comptroller 
general when he first went into office 


posted himself on the duties which the 


law required cf him, and he showed every 
record called for, and that it* had been 
regularly kept since he went into office. 


| Captain W. H. Harrison is the bookkeep- 


er for the state, and every item of in- 
come or expense goes on his books, It 
may seem almost Impossible that one 
man should do all of the bookkeeping for 
the state of Georgia, yet he manages to 
do it. 

Chairman Hall discussed the question 
of a state auditor with Comptroller Gen- 
eral Wright. With his duties properly 
defined, the comptroller general thought 
such an officer could do a great deal of 
good. 

Comptroller General Wright said he 
had no way of keeping a check on tax 
collectors when it came to property not 
on the digests, though he had no diffi- 
culty in keeping up with all that the 
digests called for. A bill was proposed 
Several years ago providing that the 
comptroller general should h&ve the au- 
thority to go into any county and check 
up the books of any tax collector. when 
he might deem it necessary to do so. 
Some member of the legislature who was 
occupying an office in the court house 
went before the committee and objected 
to this bill on the ground that it merely 
provided for junketing trips for the 
comptroller general at the expense of 
the state. That was the last heard of 
the measure. 

When asked as to the need for a con- 
stitutional convention, Comptroller Gen- 
eral Wright said he thought it was neces- 
sary. He thought the result would, no 
doubt, be the same as in the case of the 
last one, when the delegates came to 
Atianta and spent three weeks without 
being able to get together on any im- 
portant nraiters, They finally wound up 
by proposing a few amendments to th 
old constitution of the state, and let i 
go at that. The comptroller genera‘ 
thought that the present method of 
amending the constitution would answer 
every requirement.

Up to the Forty-third? 

They are having an interesting squab- 
ble over the senatorship from the forty- 
third district, recently vacated by W. 
FP, Dodd, who has gone to serve a sen- 
tence of two years at the state prison 
farm, ? : 

It is Gordon’s privilege to furnish the 
senator for the unexpired term, of course, 
and according to a well-known citizen of 
that county, there are plenty of men 
who are ready and willing to gerve the 
district in the senate this summer, but 
they want to get the place without a 
fight for it.

IN THIRTY DAYS 


Hearing of Ailénta's Complaint 


on Rates |s Concluded. 


Reductions Are Asked for Between 
Atlanta and the Ports—Adjust- 
ment of Interstate Rates 
Wanted—Roads To Re- 
ply on June 21. 


The hearing of Atlanta’s complaint 
against the railroads on account of un- 
just discriminations in freight rates was 
concluded before the state railroad com- 
mission yesterday morning with argu- 


ments presented both by the railroad f 


men and by counsel for the Atlanta 
freight bureau which lodged the com- 
plaint. ’ 

At the conclusion of these arguments 
the railroads asked for time in which 
to file their answer to the various com- 
plaints that had been made. 7, 2 
Powell, of the Southern, said that ques- 
tions had been presented which it would 
require months to investigate and to an- 
Swer properly. W. A. Wimbish, counsel 
for the Atjanta freight bureau, objected 
to such delay, and asked for early action, 
particularly with regard to the petition 
he filed for reductions in dintra-state 
rates. It was finally agreed that the rail- 
roads should have thirty days within 
which to file their answer, and the rail- 
road commission will meet again on June 
21 for the purpose of receiving it. In 
the meantime the commission will take 
up and determine the petition of the 
Atlanta bureau with regard to rates 
within the state over which it has ex- 
clusiye jurisdiction. 

In the petition wh Mr. Wimbush 
filed he asked on behalf of the Atlanta 
freight bureau that the rates between 
Atlanta ang Savannah and between At- 
lanta and Brunswick, and in the reverse 
directions, be established in accordance 
with the following scale: 

On first-class matter, 50 cents per hun- 
dred; on second-class, 40 cents; on third- 
Class, 31 cents; on fourth-class, 26 cents; 
on fifth-class, 20 cents; on sixth-class, 15 
eents; on A class, 13 cents; on B class, 
13 cents; on C class, |3 cents; on D class, 
11 cents; on E class, 22 cents; on H class, 
23 cents; on F, class, 22 cents per barrel. 

The petition further requested that the 
following commodity rates be fixed be- 
tween the points named: 

On baking powder in car load lots, 25 
cents per hundred pounds; on less than 
car loads, 30 cents. 

On brooms in car load lots, 22 cents per 
hundred pounds; on less than car load 
lots, 32 cents. : 

On canned goods in car load lots, 20 
cents per hundred pounds; ou less than 
car load lots, 33 cents per hundred. 

On food preparations, not otherwise spe- 
cifled, 15 cents per hundred pounds. 

On iron articles, special, as ennumer- 
ated in list of classification, any quantity, 
10 cents pér hundred pounds. 

On molasses and sirup, including glu- 
cose sirup, owners’ risk at leakage, in 
wood or in tin cans, any quantity, 1I5 
censt per hundred pounds. 


Adjustment All Around. 
In conclusion the petition filed by Mr. 
Wimbish asks: 


“That in the event the commission 
should be of the opinion that any change 
in the existing rates as requested would 
reqQulre a readjustment of other rates to 
and from oints within the state of 
Georgia, tha@f&the schedule of intra-state 
rates promulgated by this commission 
be so revised and changed as to estab- 
lish a just and equitable relation of 
rates. 

“That the commission will declare that 
unjust discriminations exist against At- 
lanta in favor of competing cities in other 
states, and will urge upon the railway 
companies the making of such changes 
and revisions as will place Atlanta In 
the matter of freight rates upon sub- 
stantial equality with such competing 
cities in the matter 6f rates, so that the 
combination through Atlanta to the points 
of delivery in competitive territory may 
be equalized; and that in default of-a 
Satisfactory readjustment on the part 
of the raffway companies within sixty 
days, this honorable commission will in- 
stitute complaint before the interstate 
commerce commission.”’ 

In connection with this pétition Mr. 
Powell, of the Southern, wanted to know 
if the reductions in rates between the 
points asked, would also necessitate re- 
ductions in the rates to intermediate 
points. He asked also that the commis- 
sion would rule on this question in mak- 
ing its findings. 


The Argument. , 

The argument in behalf of the ralff- 
roads was opened by T. M. Cunningham, 
Jr., of counsel for the Central of Geor- 
gia Railway Company. Mr. Cunningham 
said that there was an air of mystery 
about Atlanta’s complaint, as the rail- 
road men viewed it, and that the testi- 
mony given had failed to dispel the 
mystification. The railroad men, he said, 
felt as if they had been invited to fight 
a duel in the dark, and they did not 
know where to strike back. The mut- 
tiplicity of charges, he said, made it 
impossible for the railroads to answer 
them without some investigation and time 
to prepare their answern The complaint, 
he ‘said, appeared“to be principally against 
interstate rates, and it was not in the 
power of the roads, but only within the 
jurisdiction of the Interstate commerce 
commission to grant the relief sought. 
Mr. Cunningham said if there were any 
unjust discriminations which were with- 
in the power of the railroads to remedy. 
they would be glad to take the matter 
up and do the best possible. 

Mr. Wimbish in his argument for the 
freight bureau said there was no founda- 
tion for the idea that Atlanta wanted 
better rates than, were granted to Sz- 
vannah or other points, and that .the 
city only desired to be put on an equitabie 
basis. He called attention to intra-state 
rates in which there were d:scriminations 
against Atlanta, and asked that the com- 
mission grant the rates as asked in his 
petition. With regard to unjust discri- 
minations in interstate rates he asked 
that the commission carry this matter 
before the interstate commerce commis- 
sion. The railroad men seemed to think 
that any rate is a reasonable one, he said, 
so long as traffic moves under it. Rall- 
road men, he said, forget that the rail- 
roads are the highways of the country, 
and there igs an irrepressible tendency 
among them to raise rates. They act 
as if they owned the roads, he said. 
All Atlanta wanted, he suid, was to be 
put on an equal basis with Birmingham, 
Nashville ang other points which now 
enjoy unustial privileges in the matter 
of rates right to Atlanta’s door. 

There argument was concluded with 
brief remarks by A. Pope, of the Sea- 
board; T. N. Powell, of the Southern;

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ATLANTA GETS 
BIC CONVENTION 


National Association of Manufac- 
turers Will Meet Here 


Committees Sent by Atlanta to Pitts- 
burg Performed Their Work 
Successfully and Secured 
Unanimous Vote for 
This City. 


Atlanta has been unanimously sélectes 
by the National Association of Manufac- 
turers as the place for the 1905 conven- 
tion of that organization. Telegrams to 
the city from Pittsburg, Pa,, yesterday 
morning contained this intelligence, 
which was received with enthusiasm in 
Atlanta. 

The association of manufacturers is 
cOmposed of about 1,000 of the brainiest 
business men of the country and thelr 
coming to Atlanta next year will doubt- 
less be an occasion for splendid entertain- 
ments. — 

The 1905 convention was secured for 
Atlanta by the efforts that have been 
made by both citizens and organizations 
of this city to capture it. 

The: chamber of commerce app0Ointed a 
committee of its best known members, 
headed by J. Wylie Pope, to present the 
invitation of that body, the general coun- 
cil appointed a committee headed by 
Councilman E. V. Carter to tender the 
invitation of the city, and both commit- 
tees were charged to present to the con- 
vention the lettens of Governor Terrell 
and Mayor Howell. The committees took 
With them John Temple Graves, editor 
of The Atlanta, News, to present the in- 
vitations and to make the speech inviting 
the association to hold its 1905 cOnven- 
tion in Atlanta. 

In addition to thése there was another 
powerfu]! influence exerted for Atlanta. It 
Was that of Editor Edmonds, of the 
Manufacturers’ Record, who sent pérson- 
al letters to all members of the ass0cia- 
tion urging them to vote for Atlanta, 

‘Made Eloquent Speech. 

The speech of Mr. Graves before the 
convention yesterday morning is describ- 
ed as one of the best of his efforts. It 
was received with enthusiasm by the 
manufacturers ang he was frequently in- 
terrupted by tumultous applause. Upon 
the conclusion of the speech of Mr. 
Fraves the National Association of Man- 
ufacturers voted unanimously in favor of 
holding the 1905 convention in Atlanta, 
despite the fact that several other large 
cities had presentesf urgent invitations, 

Following is. the Associated Press ac- 
<ount of the last day of the convention 
of the National Association of Manu- 
facturers: 

Pittsburg, Pa., May 19.—At a confer- 
ence which began jast night and lasted 
until early today between the members 
of the executive committee of the Na- 
tional Assgwiation of Manufacturers and 
members of the executive committee of 
the Citizen’s Industria] Association, reso- 
lutions were passed which, adopted bly 
the manufacturers’ convention at its ses- 
Sion today, will bring the two associa- 
tions into closer amalgamation and re- 
sult in both organizations hereafter 
working together in strikes and other la- 
bor troubles and in securing such legis- 
lation as they desire. 

The manufacturers’ association is com- 
posed of only producers of manufactured 
articles, while the Citizen’s Yndustrial 
Association is made up of members who 
employ labor. 

Chairman Carrell, of the committee on 
resolutions, reported that the resolution 
on a strike insurance would not be re- 
ported at this meeting, because its adop- 
tiom would only be misjudged by the la- 
boring classes at large. He said that the 
manufacturers did not want to invite 
antagonism. 

The cOnvention then adjourned to meet 
at Atlanta, Ga., next year. 


President Maddox Delighted. 

Robert F. Maddox, president of the At- 
lanta chamber of commerce, was very 
much gratified yesterday when he was 
informed that the association had 
lected Atlanta as its next mecting place. 
He said:

Trust Company Asks Injunc- 
tion Against Atlanta Na- 
tional Bank. 


The International ‘Trust Company, 
through its attorneys, Rosser & Brandon, 
filed a bill in the United States circuit 
court yedSterday afternoon, asking for an 
injunction against the Atlanta national 
bank to prevent the officers and em- 
ployess of this bank from turning over 
to the First national bank of Macon the 
sum of $4,806.01. 

The petition states that the Maryland 
Casualty Company deposited with the 
plaintiff in this bill a drawn 
Aaron Haas & Sons for $4,806.01 in 
favor May 12, 1904. 

The plaintiff forwarded this check to 
the First National bank of Macon for 
eollection. The First national again for- 
warded it to the Atlanta national bank 
May 1I6, the same day on which the First 
national bank of Macon closed its doors 
and went into the nands of the bank ex-

This check reached the Atlanta national 


bank May 1/6 and this bank proceeded 
to give the Macon bank credit by an 
entry on its books for this amount and 
charged Aaron Haas & §5o0ns with the 
amount. 

The plaintiff sets forth that the First 
nationa; bank of Macon had no title to 
the amount except for purposes of col- 
lection and had no right to the pro- 
ceeds. When the Atlanta national bank 
paid this sum the First national had 
closed its doors and had been placed in 
the charge of the bank examiner. 

The plaintiff contends that at the time 
the First national received the check it 
was insolvent and it was a fraudulent 
proceeding on the part of the bank to 
accept it. 

The court is on this account asked to 
enjoin the Atlanta national bank from 
transferring the proceeds to the First 
national and to direct the Atlanta bank 
to hold this amount as trustee for the 
plaintiff.

As soon 
as he does, Bryan and Odell, who are 
undér bond, will be called on to begin 
their six months’ periods of incarcera- 
tion. The supreme court a few days 
ago refused to grant them a new trial,

tery in the list of his games. Bryan also 
runs a restaurant and bar, where some
